COCOA  BEANS 
FCB  2-6l 
J  December  1961 


The  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  estimates  the  1961-62  "world  cacao  crop  at 
2,1*27  million  pounds,  compared  with  the  196O-61  record  of  2,628  million. 

This  current  estimate  is  110  million  pounds  "below  the  estimate  published 
October  26,  1961.    More  recent  information  indicates  that  the  crops  in  Ghana 
and  Nigeria,  the  major  producing  countries  in  Africa,  are  "below  earlier  esti- 
mates.   Production  generally  in  West  Africa  is  down  from  the  "bumper  crop  of 
last  season,  "but  Brazilian  production  will  "be  well  above  the  1960-61  crop. 

World  consumption  for  1961  is  estimated  at  an  all  time  high  of  2.2  "billion  pounds, 
and  a  further  increase  is  forecast  in  1962.    Stocks  in  the  United  States  at  the 
end  of  the  third  quarter  were  on  a  very  high  level,  probably  far  in  excess  of 
the  supplies  on  hand  in  the  other  major  consuming  countries. 


North  America:    North  American  production  as  a  whole  has  been  fairly  constant 
for  the  past  few  years  and  is  expected  to  follow  the  same  pattern  for  1961-62. 
This  season's  crop  is  estimated  at  I89.9  million  pounds,  practically  unchanged 
from  1960-61.    Although  this  area  is  free  from  a  number  of  major  diseases  of 
the  cocoa  tree,  production  is  only  8  percent  of  the  world  output. 

The  greatest  output  gain  during  the  past  few  years  has  been  in  Mexico.  Mexican 
production  is  estimated  at  37*5  million  pounds,  up  3  percent  over  I96O-6I  and 
Ik  percent  over  1959-60.    The  crop  in  the  Dominican  Republic,  the  largest  North 
American  producer,  is  expected  to  equal  1960-61. 


This  Circular  contains  more  recent  and  detailed  information  than  the  summary 
of  similar  title  published  in  the  monthly  supplemental  issue  of  Foreign  Crops 
and  Markets  of  October  26,  1961.

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•Production  in  Costa  Rica  will  "be  "below  I96O-61  because  of  declining  prices  and 
marketing  difficulties.    Prolonged  dry  weather  reduced  the  Guatemalan  crop  to 
10  percent  below  last  year's  output  of  1*6  million  pounds.    Trinidad  and  Tobago 
expect  a  larger  crop  than  the  rather  poor  1960-61  outturn. 

South  America:    South  American  production  is  forecast  at  557  million  pounds  or 
12  percent  above  1960-61,  reflecting  the  larger  crop  in  Brazil. 

Brazil  is  the  largest  cocoa  producer  in  the  area  and  this  year  is  the  second 
largest  producer  in  the  world.    The  1961-62  crop  is  estimated  at  390  million 
pounds,  18  percent  above  the  previous  year's  crop,  but  less  than  the  record 
of  397  million  pounds  in  1959-60.    Government  incentives  and  added  emphasis 
on  research  is  stimulating  Brazilian  production. 

The  crop  in  Ecuador  is  expected  to  be  slightly  above  that  of  the  large  1960-61 
harvest  of  92  million  pounds.    Favorable  weather  during  the  early  part  of  the 
I96O-61  season  produced  an  unusually  large  Navidad  crop,  while  the  summer 
crop  (March  to  June)  was  below  the  previous  year's  level.    Monilia  pod-rot 
losses  this  year  have  been  insignificant. 

Venezuelan  production  is  estimated  at  26  million  pounds,  slightly  below  the 

1960-  61  crop  of  27.5  million.    Output  is  declining  due  to  rising  production 
costs,  labor  shortages,  restrictions  in  credit,  and  unfavorable  weather.  The 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  has  a  program  for  distributing  seedlings,  but  dry 
weather  has  hampered  its  operation. 

Africa:    Total  production  is  estimated  at  1,627  million  pounds,  l6  percent  be- 
low the  record  1960-61  harvest.    The  reduction  in  the  1961-62  crop  is  attributed 
to  bad  weather  and  marketing  difficulties  and  does  not  necessarily  represent 
a  reversal  in  the  upward  trend  in  production.    It  should  be  noted  that  the 
record  1960-61  crop  in  Africa  far  exceeded  any  previous  season. 

Production  in  Ghana,  the  world's  leading  producer  of  cocoa,  now  estimated  at 
800  million  pounds,  is  nearly  one-third  of  the  world's  total.    The  I96I-62 
crop  will  be  considerably  below  the  1960-61  record  of  963  million  pounds,  be- 
cause of  unfavorable  weather  and  marketing  difficulties.    The  recent  level 
of  production  in  Ghana  has  been  much  above  average  due  to  the  greater  emphasis 
on  the  use  of  hybrids  or  selected  propagation  material  in  new  plantings  and 
the  intensive  campaign  to  control  pests  and  disease. 

Nigerian  production,  estimated  at  375  million  pounds,  is  15  percent  below 
I90O-6I.    Purchases  during  the  first  few  weeks  of  the  season  were  well  below 
normal,  but  have  since  increased  to  a  more  nearly  normal  seasonal  rate.  The 

1961-  62  producer  price  of  cocoa  beans  is  12,5  U.S.  cents  per  pound  for  Grade  I 
and  10.6  cents  per  pound  for  Grade  II. 


The  pattern  of  unfavorable  -weather,  -which  prevailed  throughout  most  of  the  majoi^ 
African  producing  areas,  accounts  for  the  indicated  drop  in  production  of  the 
Ivory  Coast .    Output  is  estimated  at  165  million  pounds,  compared  to  201  million 
in  1960-61. 

Unlike  the  other  major  African  producers,  -weather  conditions  in  Cameroun  were 
generally  favorable  for  the  1961-62  crop  and  a  further  slight  increase  in  pro- 
duction is  indicated. 

Asia  and  Oceania:    Production  in  Asia  and  Oceania  continues  upward  with  the 
1 961-62  crop  estimated  at  52*8  million  pounds,  6  percent  higher  than  the  pre- 
vious year f s  outturn.    New  Guinea's  estimated  increase  of  2  million  pounds  is 
expected  to  "be  the  greatest  gain  in  the  area.    Increases  are  also  expected  for 
Western  Samoa  and  the  Philippines. 

World  Trade 

World  exports  of  cocoa  "beans  during  i960  amounted  to  1,968  million  pounds,  up 
315  million  pounds  over  the  previous  year.    The  1961  exports  are  even  higher 
"because  of  large  available  supplies  and  considerable  increased  consumption© 

i960  Trade 

In  North  America,  the  Dominican  Republic  was  the  largest  exporter  with  57 •  6*  mil- 
lion pounds  of  cocoa  beans,  19«2  million  pounds  of  chocolate  liquor  and  1.8 
million  pounds  of  cocoa  butter.    Total  cocoa  exports  on  a  bean  equivalent  basis 
amounted  to  Qk  million  pounds. 

In  Trinidad,  the  Cocoa  Industry  Board  will  have  authority  to  set  quotas  of  cocoa 
that  may  be  sold,  grant  export  permits  and  licenses  to  purchase  cocoa,  and  to 
regulate  the  preparation,  grading  and  inspection  of  cocoa. 

Brazil  was  the  largest  South  American  exporter,  shipping  276.7  million  pounds 
of  cocoa  beans,  nearly  half  to  the  United  States.    Exports  to  the  Soviet  Union 
amounted  to  10.3  million  pounds,  compared  with  2.6  million  pounds  during  1959 • 
Exports  of  cocoa  butter  and  cocoa  cake  amounted  to  J+9.8  and  k$  million  pounds, 
respectively.    Total  Brazilian  exports  of  cocoa  on  a  bean  equivalent  basis 
amounted  to  396.1  million  pounds. 

African  exports  of  l,khO  million  pounds,  accounted  for  73  percent  of  the  world 
total  during  i960.    Ghana  was  the  largest  exporter,  accounting  for  nearly  half 
the  total  from  the  area.    West  Germany  was  Ghana's  largest  customer,  taking  13^*2 
million  pounds.    Cocoa  exports  accounted  for  57  percent  of  Ghana's  foreign  ex- 
change earnings  in  i960. 

Nigerian  exports  of  cocoa  beans  during  i960  totaled  3^«8  million  pounds,  with 
the  United  Kingdom  the  largest  buyer,  taking  92.7  million  pounds.    The  United 
States  was  the  next  largest  customer,  accounting  for  77*2  million  pounds. 
Cocoa  beans  usually  amount  to  about  one-fifth  of  the  value  of  all  exports.

Exports  of  cocoa  "beans  from  the  Ivory  Coast  totaled  138*6  million  pounds. 
France,  the  United  States  and  the  Netherlands  were  the  primary  receivers, 
accounting  for  56.7>  29»6,  and  16  million  pounds,  respectively.    Exports  to 
the  Soviet  Union  amounted  to  9»9  million  pounds,  compared  with  23*3  million 
during  1959* 

Came  ream's  cocoa  "bean  exports  totaled  129*  8  million  pounds,  with  the  Nether- 
lands and  France  taking  55 •  3  and  k^.Q  million  pounds,  respectively.  Exports 
to  the  Soviet  Union  amounted  to  827,000  pounds,  compared  to  13.^  million 
pounds  in  1959 •    Exports  of  cocoa  "beans  and  products  accounted  for  37  per- 
cent of  the  value  of  foreign  exchange  earnings  during  i960. 

Asia  and  Oceania^  cocoa  exports  are  increasing  as  larger  crops  are  being 
harvested.    Shipments  during  i960  amounted  to  29*1  million  pounds,  compared 
to  27  million  in  1959*    New  Guinea  is  the  largest  exporter  of  that  area. 

United  States  imports  of  cocoa  "beans  and  products  during  i960,  converted  to 
a  "bean  equivalent  "basis,  amounted  to  71^  million  pounds.    Brazil  and  Ghana 
were  the  largest  suppliers,  supplying  26  and  19  percent  of  the  total,  re- 
spectively.   Regarding  196l,  imports  of  cocoa  beans  for  the  first  9  months 
totaled  70^.8  million  pounds  and  will  reach  an  alltime  high  by  the  close  of 
the  year.    Ghana  was  the  largest  supplier  during  this  period  with  287.9 
million  pounds.    Imports  from  Nigeria  and  Brazil  amounted  to  1^3*2  and  85.8 
million  pounds,  respectively. 

United  States  grindings  for  the  first  9  months  of  1961  totaled  388.3  million 
pounds,  up  12  percent  over  the  same  period  in  i960.    Grindings  for  the  last 
quarter  of  1961  are  continuing  high.
